Here 


We Go 


For the benefit of those who are but casual observers 
of local affairs, we sound this alert: the 1966 Political 


Season is upon us. 


Its arrival was heralded by the undercover activity 
associated with the awarding of a package store license 
last week by the Board of Selectmen. 

If there had been no opportunity for the making of 
political hay, it is doubtful that the town counsel’s ignor- 
ance of a 1964 amendment to the open meeting law (which 
outlaws secret votes) would have brought more than a few 
Tsk Tsk’s and a routine re-vote. 

Granted, there were disappointed applicants who were 
eager to grasp at the possibility of a recount that would 
favor them: or to hope for the nullification of the whole 
proceeding which would give those whose applications 
were faulty in some way a chance to correct their errors. 


But the real impetus for the exposure of who voted for 
whom came from those dedicated to the defeat of Select- 


man Paul W. Cronin in 1966. 


The aggressive young select- 


man has acquired some political enemies in his short 


career. His youth, the tradition-breaking endorsement of 
his earlier legislative candidacy by the Republican Town 
Committee, his juggling of the responsibilities of his local 
post with his job as administrative assistant to Fifth 
District Congressman Brad Morse — all are strikes against 
him with an assortment of detractors. 

(These reactions to Cronin are not to be construed as 
an editorial opinion. We will do our commenting on Select- 
man Cronin and other potential candidates when and if 


they file for office.) 


To be used in the campaign against Cronin is the fact 
that on numerous occasions in past months the action of 


the Board of Selectmen on 


significant issues has been 


approved by a 3-2 majority: Chairman Allen, Roger Collins 
and Paul Cronin vs William Stewart and Robert Watters. 

The liquor license vote adds to the list. 

The recount confirmed what was a foregone conclusion. 
But it did not bring the preferences of the minority into 
the record. Nor did it, unfortunately, bring out that the 
application of Former Selectman Eugene Bernardin would 
have likely been approved — and by a different majority — 
had it listed an existing building (an ABC requirement) 
instead of a construction site for a location. 

So beginneth the politicing. It is too bad that John 
White had to get caught in the crossfire. 


Candidates To Be 


Speaking of elections, where are the candidates? It may 
be a bit early for announcements, but it isn’t a minute too 
soon for hopefuls to start getting briefed. 

Anybody who is of a mind to get his hat in the 1966 ring 
should be attending meetings of the board he expects to 


try for right now. 


Again? 


Already filed for consideration by the legislature in 
1966 is a bill which would raise the minimum salary for 
public school teachers to $5,500. 

Citizens who are irked by the General Court’s short 
sighted practice of voting measures that add to local real 


estate tax pressures 


without simultaneously clearing 


legislation that will help municipalities finance its edicts 
had better start a flood of protest on this one early in the 


game, 


The Commonwealth has yet to come through with any 
substantial aid in support of last year’s legislation putting 


the minimum at $5,000!

buying, interest rates, the econo= 
mics of car-owning and the ability 
to see beyond the fancy packaging 
and determine the quality-or lack 
of it - in the package, and so on 
and on, 

All of us are consumers, in= 
cluding America’s some 22,500,= 
000 teenagers who, for 1963, it is 
estimated, spent a total of 
$11,000,000,000 (yes, $11 billion), 
an average of nearly $500 each ~ 
for goods and services, not in- 
cluding the necessities normally 
supplied by their families. 

If we are prone to think that 
somewhere, somehow, our 
youngsters are taught how tocom= 
pete as consumers, listen to this 
extract of a plaintive letter that a 
young man wrote=some years after 
graduation = to his former high 
school principal. (The Bulletin of 
the National Association of Second= 
ary School Principals, Oct, 1960). 
‘*T want to know why you and your 
teachers did not tell and teach about 
life and the hard, critically prac- 
tical world, . .** And he went to 
recite the many areas of life for 
which school did not prepare him. 

As stated in your editorial, other 
school systems around the country 
are beginning to tackle this vital 
problem and, apparently, arefind- 
ing ways to fit consumer education 
into their curricula without dis- 
turbance to their standard courses, 
In fact, it was found that the in- 
terjection of consumer education 
into such courses as English, busi= 
ness, math and social studies 
created an atmosphere of excite= 
ment and meaningfulness that 
brought fuller interest of the stu=- 
dents. Perhaps the outstanding 
example of this program is that of 
Lincoln High School, Yonkers, 
N, Y., which last year had great 
success, They have published a 
factual, cartoon=illustrated report 
which should be of great interest 
to all those concerned with quality 
education in Andover, 

If Lincoln High School has found 
the solution to this problem, 
shouldn’t we try it?

VA Seeking 


Income Data 


More than 47,000 nonservice 
connected VA pension recipients 
in Massachusetts received with 
their Nov. 30 pension checks a 
tabulating card on which to report 
their income. 

On these cards beneficiaries 
must report all income received 
during 1965 and that expected in 
1966. Income means everything 
including Social Security payments 
except, of course, the VA pension 
payment themselves, 

The law requires the VA to use 
these reports to determine con- 
tinued eligibility of nonservice~ 
connected disabled veterans and 
the dependents of deceased 
veterans (except service~ 
connected widows and children) to 
receive VA pensions and in some 
cases to make adjustments on the 
basis of increased or decreased 
outside income, 

These cards carry the words 
‘please do not mutilate,’’ It is 
important that these instructions 
be followed. Pensioners are re= 
quested to fill in all blanks on the 
card wherever applicable and to 
be sure to sign the card before 
returning it to the Veterans Ad- 
ministration, 

Prompt and accurate reporting 
can prevent any hold-up in pension 
payments, These cards must be 
received by the VA prior to Jan, 
31, 1966.

Mooney announced today that effec- 
tive Jan, 15 a single five-digit 
ZIP Code number will serve the 
entire community of Andover. 

Everyone in Andover will have 
the same ZIP Code number, which 
is 01810, 

Postmaster Mooney, said An- 
dover is one of 643 cities in which 
two or more ZIP Codes have been 
merged into a single ZIP Code 
number in order to simplify the 
system. 

‘*Postmaster General Lawrence 
F, O’Brien has instructed us to do 
all we possibly can to make the 
transition process easier for the 
public,’’ Mooney said. 

“We are therefore delaying the 
effective date until Jan, 15inorder 
to avoid confusion during the 
Christmas mailing season,
